article 10 - IV 


There shell be inetituted in the Ministry of "ducetion four full-time 
Assistent Religious Affeirs Secret-ries (Shumukanpo), who shell te of "Hannin" 
renk and engeeed, ty order of their suneriors, in the investigetion end studies 


of tho tenote, rites, otc. of religions and the “uidance of orgfenizetions 
related to religion. 


Article ll 
The numter of full-time Clerks (Zoku) and Asnistent Technical Fxperts 
) shall be one hun¢red and seventy-five in totel. 


Article 11 + II 


There shall te instituted in the Ministry of Educetion a Snecial Committee 
te conduct investigatione into specialties. 


The memters of the Speciel Committee shell be anvointed hy the Cebinet 
from among lerrned or exverienced persons in accoréance with the rocommendation 
of the Throne by the Minister of “ducetion. 

The term of office of the members of the Specixl Committee shall be two 
years, However, they may be relieved of office curine the term of office if 
there are especixul circumstances.
